yesterday, from ‘his excellency, the Governor, — 
Which was read by the secretary: 


Gentlemen of the Senate, and 
` House of Representatives: 


The events of the past year are well calculated to awaken 
our attention. The season was unpropitious to the growth 
of our great staple, and the cost of its production so much 
enhanced by the depreciation of our currency,’as to leave but 
Scant profits to the planter. We have, however, been 
blessed by the Giver of all Good, with an abundant harvest 
of grain and. the enjoyment of better health than usual. 
Penury isunknown in the. land—the elements of our wealth 
remain—unwise legislation has brought upon us a great 
calamity. For about two years the planter and merchant 
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_ have alike suffered. Every indication warrants us in ex- 
. pecting better times—confidence is nearly restored. Most of 
our banks have resumed specie payments, and the residue 
will be compelled to follow the example or to close their 
business. f 
` The price of cotton has advanced fully fifty per cent., and 
the crop of last year will, no doubt, sell for as much as that of 
1837. A sound currency will greatly diminish the cost of 
its production. Industry, prudence and economy will soon - 
relieve the distresses of the country.” Experience has taught 
us a salutary lesson; and it is incumbent upon us to guard 
against the recurrence of evils, similar.to those which have 
afflicted the country for the past two years. 
Our’amended constitution has been in operation about six 
„years. More liberal in its provisions than those of our sister 
states, it leaves to the people the periodical election of all. 
their officers,‘and has realized the expectations ofits framers. 
Our judicial and executive officers are fully equal to those 
chosen in a,different manner. No code of laws has yet been 
- enacted to carry out its provisions, and many of its injunc-_ 
tions have been disregarded. Property qualifications having 
been repudiated, and a short residence and mature age being 
the sole passports to the ballot box, and to office, it is essen- 
tial to our happiness and the preservation of our liberty, to 
provide sufficient means and proper inducements to ensure 
the education of every child in the state. Our resources are 
ample, and every citizen is interested in the intellectual ad- 
vancement of those who will, hereafter;;control the destinies 
of the country. Common schools should be established in 
every township having a sufficient number of scholars to 
authorize the employment of a teacher. The children of 
the rich and the poor could there acquire learning sufficient . 
to qualify them for the ordinary avocations of life, free of 
charge. A light tax on the property in the township, 
together with the funds arising from the rent of the school 
sections and the literary fund, already distributed, would be 
‘amply sufficient to defray the expense. ‘The constitution 
_ enjoins upon us the encouragement of schools, and requires 
us to provide the means of education. l 
The seminary fund now amounts to three hundred and... 
fourteen thousand one hundred and forty-six ‘and twenty- 
four hundredths dollars, exclusive of interest, and a half sec- 
tion of land. This fund has accrued from the sale of thirty- 
six sections of land, donated by the general government to 
the State. The notes are,generally, well secured, but many 
of them have been long under protest. They are deposited 
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in the Planters’ bank, and the auditor of public accounts is 


entrusted with their collection. ‘The late auditor, John H. 


Mallory, has embezzled a portion of the fond, and itis re-* 
a a REE a A OD a eR E . 

quisite that further provision be made for its security. ‘The 
terms of the grant seem to forbid a division of the fund, and 
the best interests of the State require the immediate estab- | 


` lishment ofthe seminary. It should be located in a salubri- 
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ous and healthy situation, where living is cheap. A suffi- 
cient amount could be realized the present year, to erect 
suitable buildings. 'Two hundred thousand dollars might 
be retained, aiid the interest used ‘to pay the professors, and 
other incidental expenses. In a few years the university 
would furnish an ample supply of good teachers for our 
free schools. Unless the university is speedily established, 
or the law providing for the collection of the fund changed, 
a large portion of it may be lost. Many of the drawers of 
the notes are dead, and others have removed cut of the State. 
The whole fundicould be safely managed by the regents of 
the university. “Sectarian and party influence should be 
guarded against, and the benefits of the institution forever 
secured to every’ portion of the people of the State. The 
immense sums annually expended abroad by our citizens, in 
the education of theiy children, takes away much of our 
means, and operates injuriously on our welfare. Situations ~ 
as healthy can be found in our own borders as elsewhere, 
and education can be as cheaply obtained. Our youth 
should never be far removed from parental supervision— 
patriotism, no less than economy, urges upon us the duty of 
educating our children at home. In-early life the strongest 
impressions are made. ‘Those opposed to us in principle, 
and alienated in interest, cannot safely be entrusted with 
the education of our sons and daughters. 

. Jefferson College is the oldest institution of the kind in the 
State. Itis well endowed, but has neter been in a very 
flourishing condition, and for some time past has been closed. 
Eminent professors have lately been elected to take charge 
of the institution. It is to be hoped that it may yet flourish, 
and send forth scholars useful to the State, capable of adorn- 
ing any station, and of emulating the fame of the illustrious 
statesman whose name it bears. ‘The correspondence here- 
with submitted, will plac: you in possession of the present 
situation of the college. The property owned by the iusti- 
tution ameunts to fhe sum of two hundred ‘and forty-cight 
thousand seven hundred and forty-eight dollars and thirty- 
nine cents. ` A sufficient amount is available to place it in a 
situation to be eminently useful tothe State. “The high lite- 
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į rary attainments ahd unblemished integrity of the president 


‘ and professors chosen to conduct the college, will soon place 
: it on a permanent basis. The charter makes the Governor 
‘ of the State ex-officio president of the board of trustees. I. 
‘was present at the meeting of the board on the 27th of Octo- 
_ ber last, and aided in the selection of the present faculty. 
Ti affords me great pleasure to be able to Inform you that a 
large majority of the trustees are decidedly opposed to placing 
the institution under sectarian influence; and all of them are 


. resolved to diffuse the benefits of the institution, as far as 
‘ practicable to every portion of the State. ‘The circular 


| herewith transmitted, will show that it is the determination . 


` of the board to educate, annually, five students, at the expense 
. | of the institution, and to give tuition to fifty-six others. The 


‘plan adopted will secure equal advantages to every county 
‘4n the State. Suitable measures will, no doubt, be taken to 
- protect those students from insult; and we may fondly hope 

that some of them may, hereafter, fill the most exalted sta- 
` tions in ‘the -commonwealth.. Learning, talents and integ-. - 


- rity are the only passports to office in a free government. 
- Two vacancies exist, in the board of trustees, which it will 
: be your duty to fill—one of them was occasioned by the de- 


cease of Colonel Joseph Sessions, who was long a resident, 


< and filled many high offices, both, under the territorial and 


state goyernments—he was a most worthy and estimable 


citizen, and aided as a member of the convention in framing ~ 


the constitution of the State, in 1817. Most of the sages of 
that convention have been gathered to. their fathers, and 
left the destinies cf the country in the hands of those who 
were then strangers to the soil. They left us the rich legacy 
ofa free government, and it is our solemn duty to transmit 


- its blessings to posterity. 


Qakiand college, endowed by private munificence, is in 
a prosperous condition, 

Male and female academies are in Successful operation in 
Sharon, Columbus, Holly Springs, Port Gibson and several 
other places—they are crowded with scholars, and afford 
the means of acquiring a good education as cheaply as in 
any other State. Mississippi college, located at Clinton, in 
a healthy region and central situation, accessable toa . 
wealthy portion of the State, was once in a flourishing con- 
dition. i has received some aid from the State, but of late 
has not prospered. I recommend. all those colleges and 


` academies to the fostering care of the Legislature. Money 


expended in the great cause of education is never lost. 
Learning aids and sustains the possessor, when fortune and 
friends forsake him, : 
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A geological survey of the State is worthy of your con- 
sideration. Our mineral resources are unknown, but it is 
believed that a great abundance of iron ore can be found. 
A demand now exists for rock to construct our rail roads 
and but little of it can be had with convenience. Investiga- 
tion would bring to light various rocks and minerals, which 
could be turned to a profitable account. A topographical 
survey is also desirable. Means may be discovered to re- 
claim several millions of acres of rich alluvial land now 


: subject to annual inundation. By the construction of levees, 
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: opening and straightening the various bayous, and clearing 
: off the timber, and exposing the whole surface of. the low 


lands to the action of the sun, a great portion of our swainp 
lands may be rendered susceptible of cultivation. - 

The eighth section of the seventh article of the constitu- 
tion provides, that “no money from the treasury shall be 
appropriated to objects of internal improvement, unless a 
bill for that purpose be approved by two-thirds of both 
branches of the Legislature.” It is to be lamented that suclk 
an anti-republican provision should have been incorporated 


‘in our fundamental law. Jt denies to the majority their 


most sacred rights, and puts it in the power of the few to retard 
the improvement of the country. 1 respectfully recom- 
mend, that you propose to the people a change of that odious 
section. 

The whole State is intersected with large rivers, contain- 
ing no rapids, and it is only necessary to cut the logs froni 
their beds, and the pendant trees on the banks, to make 
them navigable, for a great portion of the year, by steam- 
boats, and the whole year by keel “boais; navigation could 
he had in every portion of the State, and no one would have 
to haul his products far, in order to ‘obtain transportation to 
the best markets and procure his necessary supplies. A bale 
of cotton can be freighted a thousand miles, on a steamboat, 
as cheap as it can be carried thirty miles on a rail road. 
Five hundred thousand dollars judiciously expended in 
clearing out the various rivers and creeks in the State would 
be of more real benefit to the people than. the construction 
of all the rail roads now in progress of completion. Those 
who are so fortunate as to be situated near good navigation 
ought not to deny the means necessary for the acquirement 
of equal advantages to other portions of the State. Raif roads 
are of great convenience and always benefit the cities at 
their termination, but all experience proves that they never 


‘can come in competition with steam or keel boats in the 


transportation of bulky or heavy articles. i 
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- The rail roads now in progress of completion are deser- 
ving of your favorable consideration. The Vicksburg and 
Jackson rail road will be completed during the present 
year, and the Mississippi rail road is advancing rapidly to 
completion. "These companies have prosecuted their seve- 
zal works in good faith, and, considering the pressure of the 
times; have done much. The Grand Gulf and Port Gibson - 
~—the St, Francisville and Woodville, and the Mississippi 
and Alabama rail road companies, have prosecuted their 
several works with but little vigor, and the various other 
yail road and banking companies, have not even com- 
menced the improvements they are required -to make.— 
Banking seems to be their entire object and only care. 
. Those companies striving to construct the great improve- 
ments they have undertaken, deserve your aid. No taxes 
should be imposed upon them, and it deserves consideration, 
whether the credit of the State should not be brought to 
their relief. One of the rail road banks already has been 
wholly, and others: partially, relieved from making roads. 
This policy is clearly wrong. Making public improvements 
has always been the pretence for obtaining such charters, 
and in strict justice, exemptions from the burthen should 
not be tolerated. ‘The blending of banking and internal 
“improvement will, in the end, prove injurious to the stock- 
holders and the State. Ihave never favored the scheme, 
and my best reflections have confirmed me in the opinion, 
that it should be extended no farther. The State, with her 
eredit, could make all the rail roads she requires; the rate 
of tolls could then be kept under the control of the Legisla- 
ture, and when the profits of the work had indemnified the 
State for the cost of construction, the road might be surren- 
deted to the free use of the peaple, or the profits paid into 
the State treasury. l 
= The law, at present, isa sealed book to the great mass 
. of the community; but few, even of the judges‘and other 
public officers, are in possession of all the statutess—complete 
copies are not to be had—the unwritten law still governs 
pur judges in the adjudication of cases. The labor of many 
years is required to understand what laws govern us, and 
we have to employ counsel at great expense to vindicate our 
rights. The codes of Justinian, of Frederick of Prussia, 
of Napoleon, and of Livingston, prove that law can be 
written in intelligible languagé, reduced to a system, and 
made capable of being understood by all who read. In the 
year 1833, the Legislature appointed Genl, P. Rutilius R. 
Pray to “amend the phraseology of the existing statutes and 
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to prune, correct and arrange, alter and amend the provisions, 
; thereof, so far as may be necessary fo render the code har- 
-monious in itself, and consistent with the provisions of the 
revised constitution.” In pursuance of that authority, a 
new code was prepared, and submitted te the Legislature, 
two years ago. ‘I'he arrangement of the work is admirable 
-—technical phrases are avoided—the language is plain and 
intelligible, and any one able to read could know the law 
that guarantees to him his rights, his property and his liberty, 
should the code be adopted by the Legislature. Strenuous 
objections have been made to the proposed Revised Statutes, 
by many who have never read then: or studied their provi- 
sions. Some are.so wedded to black letter books and the 
nuwritten cr common law, as to be unwilling to believe 
that any improvement can be made. We live in an age 
which contradicts ail such assumptions. "The civil and 
penal codes of Louisiana have fuily answered the desired 
end, and to advance in the science of codification, we have 
only to follow those who have advanced before us. Most 
of the provisions in Pray’s Code, are copied from statutes 
in other States, which have already received a judicial 
construction. , No diiculty, therefore, could arise in inter- 
pretis them—the eminent jurist, who framed the code, 
now fills one of our highest judicial stations—all deubtfal. 
questions would soon be placed beyond dispute. It has too 
‘long been the custom to look for the law in the opinions 
of jurists. The Legislative will expressed, in accordance 
with the constitution, is the cnly law recognized in a free 
government. The present is a most auspicious time for the 
adoption ef an entire new code of laws. -Fully one half 
of our population have recently emigrated to the State, are 
unacquainted with the existing laws, and could sooner 
become familiar with a new code, than tne oid, for copies 
of the code of 1922, are not to be had. Shouid you, in | 
your wisdom, decline acting on the three first beoks of the 
Revised Statutes, it will be necessary to authorize and pro- 
vide for the reprinting of tle code of 1822, in order that 
those officers, now destitute, may be supplied. ‘The best 
interests of the State are jeopardized, in conseyuence of our 
publie cflicers being wnable to obtain complete setts of the 
existing statutes. ‘Phere is no security for lle, liberty, or 
property, deprived, as the people are, of access to the laws. 
Anew erlninal code, adapted to the penitentiary, system, 
will require your early attention. The state prison is ina 
rapid progress of completion, and will be ready for the re- 
ception of convicts in a few months. The severity of the 
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existing code, and the great number of crimes punishable 
by death, prevent its enforcement—laws that outrage public 
opinion, are but seldom executed—the spirit of the age is 
opposed to hanging, branding, cropping, whipping, and the 
pullory—crimes are punished for the sake of the example, 
and the certainty of conviction is a much surer preventive 
of crime, than severity of punishment. Having examined 
with seme cate the fourth book of Pray’s Revised Statutes, 
I cheerfully recommend it to your favorable consideration: 
with some siight changes, if would secure society against the 
aggressions of the depraved, and by ensuring the conviction 
of the suilty, operate as a salutary example, and thus deter 
-others from the perpetration of crime. Solitary confinement 
at hard labor, would have a more powerful effect, in pre- 
venting crime, than any ether mode of punishment. ‘The 
revisor has wisely recommended, thaf murder, and arson, 
in the first degree, and treason, alone, should be capitally 
punished, and that executions shou'd take place in the 
prison or prison yard, in the presence of certain officers. 
The horrid spectacie of an execution effects no good; on 
the contrary, It usually excites the sympathies of the-he- 
holders, and in their eyes, the felon becomes a martyr. Ifa 
system of criminal jurisprudence was so graduated, as 
clearly fo marx out the various degrees of crime and affix 
the appropriate punishment, convictions would beccme al- 


tw 


. most certain, and the majesty of the law be vindicated —the 


ode proposes all these objects, and, in addition, it defines, 
with great precision, every species of crime—designates the 
manner of arresting the accused, and of proceeding in the 
trial. Itis unjust fo punish those who cannot readily as- 
certain what is prohibited. Under the existing system, it 
requires a learned lawyer, after-consulting an immense mass 
‘ef books, to find out the long eatalogue of offences punish- 
able by statute, and at common law: EA 

To prevent, if possible, the lawless acts of violencé’tthich 
have so long gone unpunished in the State, and to put down 
those harpies who are preying on the community, and wrest- 
ine from our citizens their hard earnings at the-gaming 
table, I recommend to your consideration the propriety of 
giving compensation, in the shape of tax fees, to the district 
attorneys. A certain sum should be taxed in the bill of- 
costs, commensurate with the difficulty of procuring a con- 
viction, io be collected out of the defendant. A tax fecofone 
hundred dollars, for each conviction, would soon drive the 
fero dealers from the purlieus of the capitol, and from the 
owns and villages which they have been so long robbing. 
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No additional burthen would be thrown on the State, for 
the tax fees, now collected, seldom reach the State treasury. 
Further legislation is requisite ih relation to the eriminal 
court. The district attorney of the, first judicial district 
is required to attend the sessions of the criminal court, in 
four counties, in addition to bis duties in the circuit court. 


. he terms of the two courts conflict, and the labors reanired 
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of that officer are much greater than he can well perform.. 
In the event of his absence from court he is required: to pa 
the compensation allowed the person appointed to Hill his 
place—a greater compensation shouid be allowed than tirat 
mow fixed by law, or less labor should be required. 

The report of the joint committee of the Legislature on 
the books and papers of the late auditor, John H. Mallory, 
and the State funds, is herewith transmitted. It appears 
that he is a defaulter to the amount of fitty-four thousand 
and seventy-nine dollars and ninety-six cents—all (exeept 
$230 58.) on account of town lots and the three per cent. . 
seminary and sinking funds. Ths existing lew gives the- 
auditor exclusive control of the money arising from the sale 
‘ef town lots and the three per cent. and seminary funds, 
‘and he is also one of the commissioners cf the sinking fand. * 
{t was intended that the auditor and treasurer should be 
checks on each other; yet, by an-oversight, more power 
has been vested in the auditor than, perhaps, was intended: 
The trust reposed has been sadly abused, and he has been 
enabled, thus- long, to conceal his defaications in conse- 
quence of being most unwisely authorized to receive money 
which should have been audited and paid into the State 
treasury in the usual manner. Great looseness appears to 
have prevailed in beth the auditor’s and treasurers office 
during the years 1836 and 1837. Tae late treasurer, C. 
C. Mayson, appears to have been in the habit of. receiving 
money of tax collectors, and others, without the production 
of the auditors receipt warrant, as required by law. This 
may exempt the securities, on his bond, from Hability, but 
it will operate most oppressively on the tax collectors, to be 
compelled to pay the money again. The resolution approved 
May 11th, 1837, authorized “the state treasurer to receive 
of the several tax collectors of this State, the notes of all the 
‘chartered banking companies of the State of Mississippi, in 
payment and discharge of all the warrants issued by the 
auditor of public accounts upon the treasurer of the 
State;” and the act approved May 2d, 1837, authorized him 
to receive the distributive share of the surplus revenue of 
the United States, required to be deposited with this State. 
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No autherity was given him to-receive of the government 
of the United States any thing but gold and silver, or the 
_hotes of specie paying banks, yet, in defiance of law, he 
` received payment of the treasury drafts in such depreciated 
paper as the Agriculitiral bank: chose to give him, and de- 
posited a portion thereof in the branch of the Commercial 
and Rail Road bank of Vicksburg, at Clinton, and the resi- 
due in the office of the Planters’ bank at Jackson. About 
two hundred thousand dollars of the money received of the 
' Agricultural bank, on acccunt of the surplus revenue, was 
deposited in the office of the Pianiers’ bank at Jackson, and 
that branch has, ever since the suspension, refused to pay 
out any thing io the public creditors, except Brandon money. 
In order that future deialcations may be prevented, I beg 
leave to recommend an entire consolidation, revision,-and 
amendment of all the laws in relation to the duties of the 
auditor, treasurer and assessors and collectors. No suffi- 
.cient reason exists why the auditor's*bond should not con- 
tain as heavy a penalty as that of the State treasurer, and. 
he should, in no case, be authorized to receive money on 
account of the State or any particular fund. A change 
should be made in relation to the method of keeping the 
accounts in the treasurer's office—moneys paid into the 
treasury on account of fhe ‘literary, thres per cent. and 
seminary funds, is liable to be drawn out for the ordinary 
_ expenses of government—those funds should not be diverted 
from their legitimate object. I invoke your particular atter- 
tion to the laws in relation to the appojntment and duties of 
assessors and collectors—the whole system needs amend- 
ment—their bonds are insufficient, and not filed in the proper 
place—the office of assessor and collector, in the large 
counties particularly, should be severed, and separate bonds 
given for assessing and for collecting taxes. "When both 
offices are united in one individual, a failure to return the 
assessment roll renders it difficult, to hold the collector re- 
sponsible for failing to pay the taxes he may collect into the 
State treasury. 
. It is deserving of your serious consideration, whether the 
embezzlement of the public money should not be made fe- 
Jony, and punishable by imprisonment in the state prison. 
The law prescribing-the duties of auctioneers, requires 
` amendment; they interfere with the reguiar merchant, and- 
the taxes they are required te pay, from some-cause or other, 
fail to reach the State treasury. , 
_ ‘The report of the adjutant general is herewith submit- 
ted; during the last year. most of the regiments have been 
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jorganited ; our citizen soldiers are awakening to the im- 
portance of preparing in peace for war. ‘The number of 
volunteer companies have been more than doubled; and I 
fee] confident that, by the close of the present- year, í will 
‘be enabled to have every regiment organized and ofticered 5 _ 
in addition, it is expected that forty volunteer companies 
will, by that time, be armed and equipped, ready to march, 
pt short notice, to whatever point danger may threaten. I 
eommend these companies to the special consideration of 
ne Legislature; cbmposed, as they are, of young and 
hivalrous gentlemen, ready to face any foe and brave any 
‘danger, the country may coufidently rety on them fer pro- 
tection. The appointment of an inspector general is re- 
ispeetfully recommended, whose duty it should be, at least 
- once in every year, to Grill the officers of each regiment.— 
: To obtain a competent officer, a liberal salary will be re- 
` quisite. Having reviewed a portion of the regiments last 
_ fall, I ‘can safely say, that the entire organization of the 
militia is not innpracticable, and that our citizen soldiers are 
amply able to protect their homes against the assaults of 
any foe, foreign or domestic. Three hundred and fif fty mus- 
kets, belonging to the state, were wrecked in the barque 
Ella Hand. These guns were purchased in the spring of 
`, 1837; but, in consequence of the protest of the check given 
c in payment of them, they were not’shipped until July, 1638. 
Under the act of Congress of 1808, armis are annually fur- 
: nished to the various states of the Enion. Correct returns 
' of the strength of the militia of this state, have been made 
by the adjutant general to the proper depar tment; and, in 
future, & sufficient quantity of arms will be aunually ob- 
tained, from the general govern ment, to furnish ten cem- 
_ panies. In seyer al of the counties the regiments are teo 
: large, and some of the brigades oa be advantageously 
_ divided. The existing militia law is plain and perspicuous; - 
. frequent changes in the system are always i injurious, and it 
` perhaps would be well to give the one now in force a fair 
trial. Twenty-five hundred copies of the act to regulate 
the militia, have been printed, and most of them distributed 
among the cfficers. Books of discipline are needed, and 
cannot readily be obtained. During the last fall, re presen- 
. tations were made to the executive that the lives of some 
; four or five individuals were in great danger—that the in- 
t dians were resolved to retaliate on them for killing one of 
k ¿heir tribe—that no organized force in that country existed, 
* ‘to aid the civil officers in preserving the peace and enforcing 
' the ae Believing that neither white men or Indians , 
‘ S 
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should be permitted’ to take the law ia their own Rands, and 
. revenge their supposed wrongs, I considered it my duty to 
| take precautionary measures, and be prepared for any con- 
tingency. This had the desired effect, and the peace of the 
| country was preserved. 

The report of the late state treasurer, J. A. Van Hoe- 
sen, Esqr., and of the present Treasurer, Genl. Silas Brown, 
as well asthe report of the “anditor of public accounts, are 
herewith transmitted. These documents will convince you 
that the annual expenditures far exceed the receipts inte 
the state treasury, and that retrenchment, improvement in 
the collection of the revenue, or additienal taxation, must 


-~ ‘be resorted to. 


Soon after the appointment of J. A. Van Hoesen, as State | 
treasurer, I-directed him to cali on the legal representatives 
oi James Phillips, for all the books, papers and money be- 
longing to the office. He reported to me that he counted: 
the money in the iron chest, but that the books of the trez- 
surer were not written up, and time was required to effect 
that object, and te ascertain whether all the money, found 
in the safe, belonged to the state. Having been informed 
- that no part of the money fonnd in the safe of the late trea- 
surer had been paid over to his successor, I felt it my duty. 
to call on the executrix for a report of the official acts of 
James Phillips, and the amount of money found in the 
chest at the time ef his death. A copy of said communi- 
cation is herewith transmitted. No direct reply has been 
received. An evasive reply, by an individual who I con- 
ceived was making an improper use of the money, and had 
no legal right to its control, was fendered and returned to 
` him. The amount, retamed for a period of more than three 
~ months, was fifteen or twenty thousand dollars, a portion of 
‘which was paid over to the present treasurer last month. 
He reports to me that he cannot ascertain the true situation 
of the late treasurers books. An investigation of the 
whole matter will enable you fo: ascériain the exact situa- 
tion of all the acconnts ef the deceased treasurer. Addi- 
tional legislation may be found necessary; it would be 
preper to require all the papers, effects and money in the 
treasurers office to be sealed up at the decease of the in- 
cumbent, and to be delivered over‘to his-successor as soon . 
as appointed. Suitable penalties may be found necessary 
to prevent an improper use of the state funds in such eases. 

Ali the lots in the city of Jackson, belonging to the state, 
have been sold—these excepted reserved for public pur- 
poses, and for the health, ornament and convenience-of the 
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'gity. The late sales amounted io the sum of one hundred 
and seventy-eight thousand-nine hundred and one dollars, 
” payable in one, two and three years. This sum, if it could 
be made available, would be sufficient to finish the state 
house and improve the adjacent grounds. 
Large appropriations will be required to finish the peni- 
tentiary—provide tools for the convicts, materials to keep 
them profitably employed, and pay for the superintendents. 
: With a sound currency the price of labor and materials 
¡will be greatly diminished. f 
i In putsuance of the authority vested in the executive, /* 
i by law, I transferred to the Mississippi Union bank twenty- 
i five thousand one hundred and six dollars and fifty-two - 
i eents of the notes, payable in one year, taken in payment 
, of lots sold in the city of Jackson, in Novembet, 1838.— 
: "Phe nett proceeds of said notes, amounting to the sum of 
, twenty-three thousand four hundred and seventy-three dol-~ 
; lars and eighteen cents, has been paid over to the treasurer. 
The account of sales of the lots sold on the 2ist and 22nd 
of November, 1838, is herewith transmitted. It will show 
that they brought a fair price, and that the sale could not 
have taken place at a more favorable. period. The lien re- 
“served upon them all, together with the personal security, 
‘will ensure the payment of the purchase money. i 
| ‘The capitol, although not finished, is so far advanced as 
to affoid accommodation to the Legislature, and the various - 
‘public officers. The building has progressed very slowly 
-the past year, and it is believed that the expenditures have 
been unusually extravagant. A rigid scrutiny into all the 
contracts and accounts of the officers, charged with the 
erection of the state house and penitentiary, is necessary. 
“Tt will enable you to ascertain what further legislation may 
be required, in order to ensure the speedy completion of the 
| public buildings, on reasonable terms. l Te 
_ The resolution in relation to the revenue of this state, 
i approved May 10th, 1837, will engage your early attention. 
The reasons for its passage have, in a great measure, ceased; 
and the paper of those banks that have failed to resume 
cannot, any longer, be taken with safety. Should the reso- 
lution continue in force, the paper of worthless banks, alone, 
wiil be paid into the treasury by the tax collectors, and it 
. cannot be used in payment of the charges on the treasury. 
I suggest the propriety of authorizing the institution of 
. Suits on all the notes in the treasury, on banks which do 
7 mot redeem their issues in specie. If the salaries of the 
| public officers are considered to. be too high, they should 
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be reduced, but it is gross injustice to pay the creditors of 
the state in funds so much depreciated as the notes of seve: _ 
ral of our incorporated banks. s 
The State debt now amoutits to the sum of $282,335 30, 
deposited by the general government, and which is liable, 
at any time, to be recalled—two milions of dollars, in six 
per cent. bonds, sold by the State to pay for stock to. that 
‘amount in the Planters’ bank, and five millions of dollars 
in five per cent. bonds, sold to take stock to that amount-in 
the Mississippi Union bank, amounting in all tothe sum of 
seven million three hundred and eighty-two thousand three 
hundred and thirty-five dollars and thirty cents—and the 
annual interest on that sum (most of it payable in Europe) 
amounts to the sum of three hundred and seventy thousan 
‘dollars. ‘T'o preserve the honor of the State unsulHed, and 
her credit unimpaized, it is of the last inyportance that the 
interest should be punetually paid, at the places designated, 
and ample funds provided forthe redemption of the principal 
—it is usualiy much easier to borrow and spend money than 
__ to provide the means of payment. . 
lan 4y recorded votes on the Journals. of the. Senate, as well 
as my, speeches, daring the canvass preceding my election te 
the office I now occupy, show that I never was in favor of 
pledging the faith of the State for banking purposes, but, 
‘inasmuch as’ the question had been long before the people, 
and had twice received their sanction, 1 signed the charter 
of the Mississippi Union benk, having no constitutional 
seritples. tot 
Soon after the managers were elected, I was called on to 
pay two and a half per cent. on the State's subscription of 
five millions of dollars in cash. ‘This I declined domg— 
he correspondence herewith transmitted will show my-rea- 
sous for pursuing trat course. . 
On the day the books were opened at Jackson, I subscribed 
for fifty thousand shares of stock in the bank, and executed 
bonds for five millions of dollars, as soon as they were pre- 
pared-for my official signature, and delivered them to the 
managers of the bank. ‘Fhe documents herewith submitted 
will place you in possession of ihe instructions of the Missis- 
sippi Union bank, to the commissioners appointed to pego- 
tiate the bonds and the terms of the sale.” ‘The charter of 
the bank provides that the bonds sual] not be sold for less 
than their par value. They were dated on the fifth, sixth, 
seventh, eighth, and ninth days of June, A. D. 1838, and” 
payable in twelve and twenty years from the fifth day of 
February, 1838, and sold to Nicholas Biddle, Esq.on tha’ 
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‘ eighteenth day: of August, 1838, for five millions of dollars, 
4awful money of the United States, payable in five equal in- 

. stalments of one million of dollars each, on the first day of 
November, one thousand cight hundred and thirty-eight, 
and en the first days of January, March, May and July in - 
the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine. The 
bonds bear interest from the date thereof, and the bank has

. Inasmuch as the bonds were sold on credit and interest ac-

, i have been had at the time of the sale. An anxious desire ` 
to place the bank into sneedy operation was certainly com- © 
mendable, but at the same time no violation of the charter; s£ 
should have been sanctioned. - oe 
The report of the auditor of public accounts on the Plan- 
ters bank, of the special commissioner on the Agricultural 
bank, of the bank commissioners of the State of Mississippi, 
together with the statement furnished by the Mississippi 
Union bank, are herewith transmitted. "These documents 
will challenge your early and deliborate attention—they 
show the whole bank movement of the State. The evi- 
dence reported, proves that all the banks have exceeded their 
powers—that several of them were established in fraud, and 
that the prosperity and welfare of the State demand the pas- 
sage of such laws as will in future confine thera to the 
legitimate purposes of their creation. I am not opposed to 
well regulated and honestly couducied State banks: In many 
respects they are highly useful—they facilitate exchange 
operations, enable the industrious and entérpfising merchant ; 
` to carry on his business, and advance the planting mterest 
| by furnishing means io bring a greater quantity of land into 
cultivation, by the anticipation of the crops of the producers. 
' They also afford a safe and profitable investment for the 
` money of the capitalist, and if prudently managed, are highly 
; useful to the community. It cannot, however, be denied 
-+ that moneyed associations of wealth are anti-republican’in 
< their tendency, and when perverted to ihe purposes of spec- - 
, ulation, have a withering influence, both on the planting 
“| and commercial interest, several of our banks are by their 
$ 
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charfers exempt from taxation—others are limited to one 
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_ quarter of one per cent. and they alf deny to the legislature 
the right of taking away their charters or taxing them ex-. 
cept as provided in their acts cf incorporation. “To arrive 
: at just concrusions, on these questions, it is, perhaps, neces- _ 
' sary to inquire into the extent of cur own powers, and how. 
far the existing institutions are placed’ beyond our control.— 
The objet and end ef all government is to promote the hap- 
` piness and prosperityof the community, by which it is estab- 
_lished—and‘it ean never be presiumed that it ever intended 
` to diminish its powers ef accomplishing the end fer which 
- it was created. Every act of a public funetionaryis merely 
an exercise of delegated power entrusted to him by the peo- 
ple for a specific purpese. The limits of power delegated 
to the Legisiature are to be sought, not only in the constitu- 
_ tion, but, in the nature and ends of the power itself and the 
objecis ef government end civil society. The acts of the 
- Legisiature are the acts of the people, only while within the 
powers conferred upon them. Ii is indispensabie that each 
Legislature should assemble with the same sovereign powers 
that were held by their predecessers—any ef the acis disa- 
bling them from the future exercise of their trust, for the 
. public good, are void—bcing in substance a covenant to 
desert their paramount duty to the people. The power of 
taxation is essential to the constitution and well being of 
society, and necessity requires that the right should remain 
unimpaired. It is entrusted to the Legislature te be exer- ` 
cised, not bartered away. His ihherent and imalienable, 
and need not be reserved expressly in any grant of property 
to individuals or franchises to corporations. Itis, neverthe- 
less, true, that when a corporation paye a sufficient bonus to 
the State, for the franchise granted, in consideration of be- 
img exempt from taxatjon, that it cannot be justly taken 
away without a return of the bonus, nor can taxes be re- 
quired without a violation of the publie faith. “The pay- 
ment of a bonus to the State is a liquidation of a debt in 
advance, which would be annually due in taxes. None of 
our barks have paid a bonus to the State—their charters 
were granted solely on considerations of public policy and 
convenience, and possess none of the ingredients of con- 
tracts. The principle which prohibits the resumption of - 
one’s own grant, does not apply tothe exercise of the emi- 
nent domein which the State possesses in the property of all 
her citizens. ‘The whole ofit may be taken-for public pur- 
poses, and it is not required that payment should be made in 
advance, nor can it be exacted unless the injury be direct. 
Should the lands, tenements, or effects of a corporation be 
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taken for públic purposes, the constitution guarantees pay- 
- ment, but wheri the injury is consequential, no claim can be 
- preferred against the State for damages. The repeal of a 
` charter does not deprive the company of their banking 
houses, their coin, or their notes 2nd bills—taking woy their 
privileges is damage without injury. Tt is a settled princi- 
ple that a State law may be retrospective in its character and 
‘divest vested rights, and yet not violate the constitution of 
the United States or of this State, unless it also impairs che 
obligation ofa contract. The charter of a benx is not in itsi 


| character a contract, where no bonusis paid. None of our’ 
i banks except those required to build rail roads have any bur-' 
‘then imposed tupon them, nor can the investment of money! 
‘ by capitalists in our banks be esteemed hazardous and thus) 
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, entitle the stockholders to a continuatign of their privileges. 
‘They were established, alone, to advance the interests and 


: promote the welfare ofthe people of the State, and those that } 


. have ‘abused their privileges and are detrimental to the? 
: P ges a Re ae os: 
public good, should no longer exist—no direct injury would 


result by the repeal of their charters, either to the stock- 
holders, debtors, or creditors of the bank—provisien could

' fore ‘respectfully recommend that the charters of all the

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fers contain the same powers, none have ‘tore extensive. 
' "The Legislatures whita chartercd them never intended to 
clothe themwiih the power of dealing in cotton or specula- 
ting in any species of property—such dangerous powers 
were never sclicited and could not safely have been granted. 
Chartered companies can take nothing that is not clearly 
xpressed in their acts of incorporaiion, and can exercise 
their powers, alone. in the manner pointed out. Any anbi- 
gnity operates against the adventurers, and in favor of the 
public. Monopolies and exclusive privileges should be put 
-down, and all corporations coniined to the privileges plainly 


‘given them by their charters—the exercise of their fran- .- 


chises, being in derogation ‘of individual rights, cannot be 
extended beyond ihe ietter and spirit of the act of incorpo- 
ration. If they are permitted to leave their legitimate busi- 
ness of banking, and enter the field of speculation, their 
great capital will enable them to drive individual competition 
from the markef—io monopolize every species of produce 
and ercry article of inerchandize. The existence of our 
government will be of litte value, if its functions are tirans- 
x€rred to io the hands of privileged corporations, and all 
feture Legislatures prevented from protecting the people 
against the abuses of a system which is impoverishing the 
siate; while we sedulousiy guard the rights of private pro- 
perty, we should never forget that the community have also 
rights, and that the welfare of us all depends on their main- 
tenance. The regulation cf the currency is one of the 
lighest attributes of sovereignty, and can never be placed 
beyond legislative control. The greatest evil of the bank- 
ing system consists in the continual expansions and con- 
traciions cf bank issues, for the price of property is thus 
mate fable to fluctuations, and every thing rendered un- 
stable. in prosperous times, banks are induced to expand 
their issues, for the purpose of making large dividends to 
their stockholders—money becomes plenty, the price of 
property is enhenced, speculation is stimulated; but, in 
the end a revulsion takes place, property declines in value, 
bank accommodations can no longer be obtained, and the 
country for a time suffers all the evils incident to a deranged 
‘eurrency. The lessons of experience teach us fo guard 
against the recurrence of the evils which we have endured 
for the last two years. T'o effect this a general banking 
jaw is indispensable, limiting, by its provisions, the circula- 
tion of each bank, and the accommodations of its officers 
and stockholders, limiting the amount of dividends, and 
_ requiring the publication of monthly reports of the situation 
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lof each bank, verified by the oath of the president or 
‘cashier, prohibiting, under suitable penalties, any bank 
-from dealing in cotton or any other article of produce or 
merchandize, or buying up, at a discount, the issues of any 
other bank. Each bank should be required to pay out at 
its counter the notes of that bank alone, if required, and 
monthly settlements shou!d be made by aii the banks hav- 
ing accounts with each other. l 

‘The value of bank paper being dependant on its conver- 


_fibility, on demand, into specie, the issue of post notes 


should be forbidden, and not more than three dollars in 
paper issued for each dollar of specie in the vaults; and 
when that proportion is destroyed, na more issues made 
until it is restored. It might be well, also, to make the 
refusal of a bank to pay any of its notes or deposites on 
demand, an absolute forfeiture of charter. and require im- 
mediate proceedings to he instituted to step the further 


* operations of the bank. Other provisions will, no doubt, 
sugzest thomseives to your consideration, calculated to 


as . we 
secure to our constituents the invaluable advantages of a 


. sound and stable currency, aud to guarantee to every por- 
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tion of the State, and each individnal thereof, equal facili- 
ties in obtaining loans and discounts. 


I am well aware that the right of the Legislature to alter, 


amend, or repeal bank charters, is denied by many eminent 
‘ jurists. In several of the States the right is expressly re- 


served in their acts of incorporation. 

The State of Kentucky, many years ago, repealed the 
charters of all her banking institutions. 1 am net advised 
that the constitutionality of the act was ever called in 
question, either in the State conris or those of the United 
States. Ss 

Should you differ with me in relation to the constitu- 
tional right of the Legislature to repeal our bank charters, 
another course could be adopted, which would answer the 
same purpose, and not be obnoxious to constitutional objec- 
tions. The evidence reported by the bank commissioners 
conclusively proves that nearly all the banks. in the State 
have forfeited their charters by misusing their privileges, 
and failing to comply with their express provisions. Some 
of them have issued a greater amount of circulation than 
they were permitted, others have more property than they 
are authorized to hold. Many of them have transcended 
their powers by dealing in cotton and produce, and exact- 
ing usurous interest; and not a few of them have been 
established in fraud. All of them have suspended specie, 
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payments, An information in the nature of a quo warrantd 
would bring the question of forfeiture before the judicial 
tribunals of the country, where the State and the banks 
could produce their evidence, have a fair hearing end an

impartial trial Should the courts decicre their charters 


forfeited, the stockholders would be tne only suierers, for 
the companies could not sue or collect their debts. Such 
trials would produce great excitement, and would not be 
soon terminaied. As an alternative, therefore. if such pro~ 


ceeding should be deemed advisable. a general banking \ 


law could be enacted, placing all the hanks under suitable 
restrictions, and requiring the assent of the stockholders of 
ench bank to its provisions in a rezsonable period, and 
directing judicial preceedings to be instituted against these 
that fail to assent to the law. Suitable provision should be 
made fer the employment of assistant counscl to aid the 


atiorney general and district attorners in the prosecution of. 


the ceuses. Taking the charter froma bank by judicial 
procedure, even when the fotfeiture has been clearly incur- 
tat, is a matter ef great difficulty. Their immense re- 
sources would be lavishly expended to prevent destruction, 
and abie counsel should be employed on the part of the 
State to enforce her rights. 

The statements herewith submitied show the present 
chartered banking capital of the State to be sixty-three mil- 
lien four hundred and fifty-nine thousand. three hundred 
dollars, and the amount paid in to be twenty-six million 
eight hundred and seventeen thousand eight hundred and 
eichty-ibree dollars. On the ‘capital paid in the banks are 
now authorized to-issue sixty-seven nullion one hundred 
and sixty-eight tiousand one hundred and eleven dollars. 
Neither the commerce or wealth of the State can sustain, 
at present, a circulation of more than seven million of 
dollars. 

The annual production of the scil, including cotton, 
corn, and every ether article preduced by the planter, and 
the value given to property by the labor of the mechanic, 
does not exceed thirty-five million of dollars. In some 


countries ne dollar of circulation is esteemed sufficient for - 


thirty dollars of product. 


No polijical economist has ever contended that. any

The history of corporations in every age, demons strates, 
that men. in a corporate capacity wiil he guilty of acts which : 
they would scorn to perpetrate as individuals ; their pro- 


thoughtless act of to-day” becomes precedent to-morrow ; 
tempt ations beset their paths; and we have the authority of 
Holy Writ for asserting, that * the heart of men is deceitful 
above all things.” When it is the interest or wish of a cor- 
poration fo assume powers not granted, the charter is ran- 
sacked for authority; and, should none te found, it is exer- 
cised under the delusive pretence that it is for the relief of 
the people, and calied for by the stern tyrant necessity.— 
An exammation of the report of the bank commissioners 
will show that the directors, in many instances. have bor- 
rowed nearly the entire capital of their respective institu- 
tions. All the banks have given heavy discounts to their 
officers. ‘This practice has + grown up’ ‘during the fever of 
speculation which bas raged for the last four years. I can- 
not believe that it has been of much real eer to the 
directors themselves; the interest they have to pay is con- 
suming their subsiance ; the property they he ve a chased 
is generally unproductive ; and the high price at which it 
is held, has, in a great measure, stopped emigration to the 
State, and retarded the settlement of the co untry. T sug- 
Jad to your con sideration the propriety of requiz ring the 

ank commissioners to take down and report the names, 
residence, occupation and liability of the various debtors of 
the banks examined by them. 

In Louisiana such a document was JE by the le- 

_ gislature. It had a salutary effect, and caused the banks 
” themselves to correct many abuses which had impaired 
their usefiiiness. The names, residence and liabilities of 
the debtors of the State bank of Alabama, are annually pub- 
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‘lished. Such a course in regard to our State institutions, 
the Planters’ bank andthe Mississippi Union bank, would se- 
eure to every portion of the State the equal rights and advan- 
tages which they were chartered to afford. 

Favoritism would thus be prevented, and the security of 
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| the State enhanced. It would also be advantagcous to havé 
` the votes of the directors on every important question re- 


corded and published. Responsibility is absolutely neres- 
sary to secure the proper and safe management-of our State 
institutions. The State, by her credit alone, has furnished 
the whole capital of the Mississippi Union bank, and justice 
requires that she should have the appointment of a majority 
of the board of directors; and it is deserving of your se- 
rious consideration whether the charter ought not now to 
be amended so as to secure to the State a controlling influ- 
ence over the institution.

institutions. "The frith of the State is pledged for the re- 
deniption of two millions of dollars cf bonds, sold to take 
stock in the Planters’ bauk, and fer the whole of the capital 
of the Mississippi Union bank. A just regard for the honor 
of the State demands that those iustitutions should be man- 
aged with great prudence, in order thet ample provision be 
made for the punciual payment of the interest and of the 
bonds st maturity. Both of thase institutions have refused 
to sufer their affairs to be examined by commissioners 
chosen ty the Levisiature for that purpose; and the reason 
assigned by one of them for refusing is most extreordinary. 
Banks that are well conducted have nothing to fear from 
public scrutiny: and the risit ef visitation in the founder 
of a corporation, is unquestionable. By an express clause in 
the iav creating the board of bank commissioners, all banks 
subsequentiy chartered were made subject to its provisions. 
The Union bank was chartered long after its passage, and 
the State is yet the sole stockholder. ‘The commissioners 
were, sworn officers, and required by the most solemn obli- 
gations of duty to examine that instituticn, yet they were re- 
fused admittance on the flimsy pretext that their minds were 


` biased; they were not judicial officers, nor were they jurors. 
` Whether that institution or any ether is to be suffered to put. 


the sovereign will of the people of the State at defiance is 
for their representatives to determine. H is to be regretted 
that the Union pank should have added to the quantity 
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‘amount of post notes having ten months to run to maturity. | 
The payment of these notes to their customers at par, was 7 
not only oppressive, but unauthorized. ‘Those who obtained’# 
discounts and received post notes in payment, indirectly paid! 
to the bank seven and one-third per cent. for four months/ 
equal to twenty-two per cent. per annum; neither the profit 
of agriculture, nor the gains of commerce, will justily thei 
borrowing of money at such onerous rates. "The 38th sec-} 
_tion of the charter provides that the bank “shall not deal in 3

The failure sf the bank to establish her branches, has 
operated most oppressively on those living remote from the 
parent bank. ‘They could not possibly obtain equal advan- 
tages with those more fortunately situated. Their securities 
were not generally known, and the expense of travelling 
and other inconveniences have in a measure deprived them 
of the amount of loans guaranteed by the charter to the 
several districts. These violations of the letter: and spirit 
of the charter, however, dwindle into comparative iisignifi- 
cance, when placed by the side of the monstrous assumption 
of power on the part cf the bank, in seeking to monopolize 
the cotton erop of the State, and becoming a factor and , 
shipper of our great staple. I venture to afirm that not a 
single member of the Legislature who voted for thet charter 
ever intended to confer such dangerous powers; nor does a 
fair construction of that instrument warrant the bankin ex- 
ercising them. The banks which heretofore advanced on 
cotton generally try to justify their course by pleading ne- 
cessity, in order that they might replenish their vaults with 
‘specie; most of them are now satisfied that the system is 
wrong in principle, and are willing to abandon it. With a 
capital of fifteen and a half millions of dollars the Mississippi 
Union bank, if suffered to do so, could monopolize the whole 
cotton crop of the State, and every article of produce and 
merchandize, depopulate our towns, prostrate our merchants 
and crush our planters. ye F 
This system of advancing will absorb the available means 
of the institution, and throw the discounis of the bank inte 
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the hands of the large cotton planters and the speculators, 

- and deprive those of loans who do not produce cotton; nor 

- will these who get advances on cotton be ultimately bene- 

, fitted, for all experience proves that the profits. of such spec-

A An amendment of the charter of the Planters’ bank is

non-resident stockholders, annually elects a majority of the 
directors, and exercises a controlling influence over its af 
fairs. The State owns the larger portion of the stock, and 
in strict justice, is entitled to a majority of the directors. 
The report of the auditor of public accounts: proves that 
great abuses have prevailed in the management of that insti- 
tution, and that every impediment was thrown in his way,

. Virginią two years ago, called for, and obtained from all the 


. banks in which she owned stock, a full statement of the

State to demand the information -was not-seriousiy ques- 
‘tioned by any one, and. the statements were furnished as 
soon as they could be obtained. I am not aware. that this 
right has been-questioned in any State of this Union except 
Mississippi. Feal] your attention to the 23d, 24th, 25th and 
26th sections of the act to establish the Planters’ bank of the 
State of Mississippi. ‘Those sections have been utterly dis- 
- regarded. it was evidently intended that one half of the 
_ gapital of the bank should be distributed among the various . 
senatorial districts of the State on- mortgaged security.— 
The equal advantages contemplated by the charter, would 
be promoted by insisting on a full compliance with those 
provisions. It would greatly strenthen the security of the ` 
State, as well as the credit of the bank, to have one half of 
her capital fairly distributed and well secured by mortgages 
~ on real estate. The relief thus afforded would have a salu- 
p tary effect a ARSS: a 
1 conceive it my duty, to express in advance the views I 
entertain, in relation to the new system of banking, which 
has been adopted by one of-the States‘of this Union, and 
which may be sought to be introduced into this State.— 
Banking when based upon solid capital and proper princi- 
ples, might safely be left open to all.whoe choose to embark 
in the business. ‘Tro ensure success te a free system of bank- 
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| ing, a general bankrupt law is indispensable. "This power 
«: has been delegated to the government of the United States, 
: and placed beyond our gontrol. Banks of discount and 
` deposite might be useful under this system, byt banks of cir- 
culation ‘would eventually prove highly injurious to the 
welfare of the country. Real estate, in this country, affords 
‘no secure basis for banking operations, for if it is forced into 
: market, and cash payment demanded, during a period of gen- 
‘eral embarrassment, it will not sell for one tenth of its value. 
i State bonds could not readily be obtained to bank upon, for 
“we have no surplus capital to give for them. The circula- 
‘tion of the State is already much too large; its decrease will 
-bring every thing to its proper level, and greatly enhance 
the profits of planting—the merchant will also be benefitted. 
-The passage of a general banking law, similar in its char- 
acter to the one in New York, under existing circumstances, 
would only aggravate the distresses of the country. 

It appears, frorn the report of the auditor, that the total 
amount of receipts into the treasury, from the 7th Decem- 
ber, 1837, to the 31st of December, 1838, amount to the sum 
of one hundred and ninety-six thousand nine hundred and 

‘nineteen dollars and ninety-six cents; and the disburse- 
ments, during the same period, to the sum of three hundred 
and fifty thousand six hundred and forty-four dollars and 
nineteen cents; showing an excess of expenditures over the 
receipts, of one hundred and fifty four thousand four hun- 
dred and twenty-four dollars and twenty-three cents. Six 
thousand five hundred and ninety-four dollars and forty- 
four cents of the money paid into the treasury during that 
period was on account of the literary fund, and five thou- 
sand nine hundred dollars on account of the three per cent. 
fund, and is not subject to be drawn eut to defray the ordi- 
naryiexpenses of the government. The report of the trea- 
surer shows one hundred and forty thousand four hundred. 
and seventy dollars and fourteen cents in the treasury on the 
thirty-first day of December, 1838. This sum, if it can be 
realized in money which the public creditors will receive, 
will be exhausted by the close of your present session; and, 
it will be necessary, either to resert to a loan to ‘carry on 
the operations of the government, or provide more efficient 
means for the collection of the balances due to the State, by 
tax collectors and others.

description of their real estate, alledging, that Inasmuch as . 
their capital stock was exempt from taxation, no taxes could 
be imposed on their real estate. Efficient measures will, in 
due season, be taken to enforce the collection of ail arrearages 
of taxes now due, and to collect taxes of all the corporations 
liable to taxation, under the existing laws, which have not 
been regulariy assessed. 


Believing the right of the Legislature io tax any property 
in her borders to be unquestionable, I recommend that a tax 
of one-quarter of cne per cent. be impesed on the leans of all 
the banks in the State, except these that are, in goad faith, 
constructing the rail roads they were chartered to make: 
An individual who leans kis money at interest is taxed one 
quarter of one per cent., but he who invests it in bank stock 
and draws interest on three dollars for each one he pays in, 
is exempt from taxation, by an express provision In-some 
of our bank charters, and im most of them the tax is limited 
to. one-quarter of one per cent. on the capital paid in. This 
is cleariy wrong. Jt enabies the stockholder of a benk to 
draw treble interest on his money, and exempis him from 
the burinens of takatien.

At the request of Mejor General B. P. Gaines, of the 
United States anny, I transmit to you a diagram of his sys- 
tem of rail reads, and his letter explanatory of the same.

I take pieasure in submitting the resolutions adopted at 
the late Commercial Convention of the Southern and South-

market where it is consumed, than by the channels through 

which it has usually been forwarded. 

Resolutions of the Legislature of Georgia, in relation to 
the demand on the Governor of Maine, for.certain fugitives 
from justice, charged with stealing a slave; of the Legisla- 
tures of Connecticut, Ohio and Arkansas, in relation to

the request of the executives of those States: 

These documents, emanating, as they do, from several of 
the sovereign States of this Union, will be treated with that 
comity which has always characterized the State of Missis- 
sippi in her intercourse with her sister States. l 

At the January session, 1837, the public printers, Messrs. 
G. R. and J. S. Fall were authorized to re-print the acts of a 
public nature passed by the Legislature since the publication 
of the revised. code, in 1823; and at the April session, 1837, 
the sum of four thousand five hundred dollars was advanced 
them on account of the work. At the last session of the 
Legislature they received an additional advance of seven 
hundred dollars, and the further sum of five thousand 
dollars was appropriated, to be paid to G. R. Fall, on his 
delivering twenty-five hundred copies of the said statutes to 
the secretary of State; provided the executive should first 
certify that the laws have been all re-printed, and the con- 
tract faithfully executed. Having ascertained, last spring, 
that the Messrs. Falis had failed to furnish funds to the 
printer engaged at the work, according to contract, and that 
it would not be executed on their account, I directed Mr. 
Toy to proceed with the publication, and that I would pay 
© him a reasonable price for the same on its delivery; I also 
_ instructed him to include in the volume, a re-print of the 
s acts of a a nature, passed at the April session, 1837, 
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. and the January session, 1838. I have received, by mail, à. 
copy of the entire work; it contains nine hundred and thirty- 
two pages, with a good index to the whole volume, and is 
well bound and neatly executed. I have received advice 
, that eleven hundred and seven copies of the work were 
shipped. from Baltimore, on the 15th December, 1838, and 
the residue thereof, consisting g of eleven hundred and forty- 
three copies, has, no doubt, been forwarded before this time. 
The total cost of the 2250 copies, in Baltimore, will not 
vary much from four thousand dollars. - Freight, insurance, 
and other incidental charges, will have to be paid in addi- 
. tion. The last appr opriation of five thousand dollars is yet 
in the treasury, and will be more than sufficient to pay for 
' the work, and all incidental charges. 1 respectfully request 
that an appropriation be made to cnable the Executive to 
pay for the re-print of the Statutes published by Mr. Toy.— 
-His letter ofthe 15th of December last, is herewith trans- 
mitied; and the whole correspondence will be furnished, if 
requested. ‘Tne great importance of farnishing the Statutes 
as speedily as possible, to the various state officers now des- 
- titute, made it incumbent on. the Executive ‘to use every ex- 
ertion to obtain them.

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It will be perceived that in making the foregoing repott, F 
‘have confined myself to the term of my administration of the 
treasury. I have thought it advisable-to pursue this course, 
on account of the short time which intervened between the 
date of my commission and the convention of the adjourned 
session of the Legislature. 

So far as relates to my official transactions, I rely on being 
sustained by the pay and receipt warrants of the auditor of 
public accounts, and other documents and vouchers equally 
unequivocal. l 

Although I apprehend no difficulty in settling the ac- 
counts of those officers who have preceded me; yet as their 
accounts have not been examined, and as a considerable 
portion of the books were not posted until recently, I have 
declined to take them ‘into my account. The adjustment 
of their books by,the standing committee of accounts will 
no doubt be more satisfactory to the Legislature and to 
the community, than it would emanating from any other 
- source. . ; 

From the short time I have been in office, and havin 
had access to so few data upon which to predicate an opin- 
ion, Iam unable to suggest the probable ratio of receipts 
and expenditures for the ensuing year; if, however, more 
summary and energetic means could he devised to ensure 
punctuality of collectors, and a provision made to secure 
the payment of wholesome currency into the treasury, it is 
thought that the present revenue laws are amply sufficient 
to enable the State to meet all its demands. 

In referring to the books of the treasury, it would appear 
that a great portion of the taxes on itinerant venders of mer- 
chandize, and some other minor sources of revenue, certain-" 
ly never reach their proper destination. This is either the 
fault of the laws, or of those whose duty it is to administer 
them, and requires consideration. The erection of the state 
capitol and penitentiary have augmented the expenses of 
government very considerably, but it is to be presumed that 
the annual expenses for these objects-will rapidly decrease, 
and in the end, the sum accruing from the sale of town lots 
in Jackson, will have enabled the State to erect those edifices 
at comparatively a small expense. 

The receipts into the treasury since the induction of the 
present incumbent into office, with the exception of a very 
small amount, have been in bank notes, so much under par 
in ordinary money transactions, that the creditors of the 
State refused to receive them—this state of things, it is be- 
lieved, demands a remedy at the hands of the Legislature,

Your committee, for the purpose of more fully discharging’ 
the duties assigned them by the Legislature, repaired to the 
banking house-of the Mississippi Union bank, where they 
were politely received by H. G. Runnels, Esq., president 
of the board of managers, who readily afforded them free 
access to ail the books and correspondence relating to the af- 
fairs of the bank, and personal information on many subjects : 
connected with the investigation cémmitted to them.

open ubhesitating disposition manifested by the 

president to them, during Sea protracted sitting, when he 
was called upon for information upon every subject of in- 


quiry by the committee. £ 


"The examination was commenced with the journal, con- 
taining all the proceedings, deliberations and ordinanees of 
the board of managers, from the first meeting of the board 
on the 22d of February, 1838, up to the time of the com- 
mencement of the investigation. And your committee can- 
not refrain from applauding the zeal and spirit of candor that 


‘animated the board in the difficult and tedious task of orga- 


nizing the institution, and which manifested itself in all of 
their subsequent and multifarious duties, l a pridé in 
being able to testify, that the board of managers) have shown, 
in every attitude in which they were placed, a painful anxi- 
ety, to pursue the charter of the bank to the letter, and per- 
form their duties with the most scrupulous fidelity. 
After the Governor of the State had made the subscription 
required of him by the supplement to the charter of the five 
millions of the capital stock allotted to the State, and exe- 
euted in pursuance thereof, the State bonds in favor of the 
bank, the board of managers took immediate steps to have

the disposal of their securities. Contrary, however, to the 
expectation of every one familiar with the distressed condi, 
tion of the stock market, a- negotiation of five millions of the | 
bonds was effected by the commissioners, highly advanta- 
geous to the State and, the bank, and in accordance with the 
Injunctions of the charter, requiring them to be sold at par | 
value. A sale reflecting the highest credit upon the com / 
missioners thernselves, and bringing timely aid to an-embar- | 
rassed community.

The bank could not hesitate in her course, and resorted 
to the most effectual means within her power, consistent 
with her own safety. For the bank, at sucha critical pe-

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The great demand for specie, and a distrust of bank notes 
in the mind: of the public, would have subjected. her to in- 
ordinate runs from the holders of her paper, and ‘from other 
banks, that might have wished to supply their own, by ex- 
hausing the vaults of the Union bank. Again: if the Union 
bank ‘had not adopted the. post note system, in the face of 
these things, she could not have ventured discounting, until 
the instalments were paid on the purchase cf the bonds, 
and she would thereby .have lost the interest on so much of 
unemployed money during the time these payments were 
maturing'at New Orleans; and the wants of the people, that 
it was her business to supply, would have become more in- 
tolerable and severe. 

. It might be contended, that ifthe Union bank had chosen, „e 
she might have sold herexchange, and taken in paymentof 
the same the notes of the other State banks, which she might 

ain have lent out, and avoided’ the necessity of issuing

the simple circumstance of the other banks adopting the 
most decided steps to withdraw their circulation, and to a 
-great extent, actually having done so, left little or none in 
the hands of the community to purchase the exchange -with: 
besides, their notes were at a great depreciation, lower than 
the post notes were likely to be, predicated as they were up- 
on a solid capital, flowing into the bank within the compass 
of nine months. 

` The post notes thus issued, commanded an instant credit, ` 
egual to the most favored bank of the State, and were cur- 
yently received in the payment of debts, and on the purchase 
of checks drawn against the instalments on the bonds—the 
Union bank selling her exchange as low. if not lower, than - 
any of the other banks of the State. In fact, these notes 
have answered every purpose of a healthful circulating me- 
dium, and have most decidedly contributed to the relief of 
the people. Since the commencement of their diseounts on 
the 27th of September, 1838, to the 17th of January, 1839, . 
the amount lent on personal security alone, is two millions 
eight hundred and fifty-five thousand four hundred and 
elghty-seven dollars ninety-eight cents ($2,355,487 98-100,) 
which, by a resolution of the board, was distributed as 
equally as the‘ nature of the applications would. admit, to 
the citizens of the whole State. (The amount of discounts 
on each day will be seen by the accompanying tabular - 
statements.) l

As far as the bank bas had any transactions cennected 
"with cotton, they have derived no interest or emolument 
from the same, except it be to secare promminess and punc- 
tuality on the loans discounted to the planter, and the right 
to draw on the proceeds of the cotton. The lean is of this 
nature: the planter executes his note, with sufficient en- 
@orsers, in amount equal to the number of his bales of cot- 
jor, at 60 on each bazle. "Fhe cotten is afterwards shipped 
under the control of the bank, and sold at any home or 
foreign market, as the planter may desire; and all the bene- 
fit of exchange, domestic and foreign, goes to the use of 
the planter, and no ckarzes, eommissichs, er factorage, ef 
any description, 2ecrze to the bank by the operation. The 
amount thus far discounted cu ection notes, is ene million 
two hundred and sixty-nine thousand eight hundred and 
forty-six dollars fifty-six cents, ($1,269.846 56-100.)

These are bills of 
pianters drewn on their merchants,and werediscourted upon 
the strength of the paper and its endorsements, and for the 
use of the planter, with a proper regard alwaysto the situa- 
tion of the merchants upon which the bills were drawn. 

The largest liability of any cue mercantile house, as ac- 
ceptor, amounts to seventy-mine thensand threes hundred and

of the direct indebtedness of the houses to the bank, for 
their own benefit, buf;-from the acceptance of the bills of 
the planters drawn in the manner before mentioned. 

When your committee remember the extravagant and 
unlimited extent to which on former periods the banks of 
‘the State permitted the mercantile houses of our own State 
and New Orleans to absorb their means, thus constituting 
them the only channels through which the planter could 
obtain any banking facilities, they have been gratified to 
find that the Union bank have pursued a more correct 
course, and one better calculated to advance the planting 
-interest, and put iton a footing with other pursuits—by fur- 
nishing the planter directly from the bank, without his in- 
curring additional expense in the way of commissions, ac- 
ceptances, &c. ;

In addition to the foregomg examinations, the committee 
have had under consideration the question of the establish- 
‘ing of the various branches of the bank contemplated by the 
act of incorporation. ` 

From answers made by the president te the interrogato- 
ries of the committee, and from the journal of the board. 
they were informed that it is the intention of the board of 
managers to establish the branches as early as practicable, 
and when they are permitted to do so by the charter. As 
yet the subscribers to the capital stock of the bank have net 
been declared stockholders. The examination of the title 
papers is rapidiy advancing by the attorney of the bank, and 
it is confidently expected that those persons entitled to be 
stockholders will be declared such some time during the 
approaching spring ; and, until then, the directory would 
not be permitted to organize their offices of discount and ` 
deposite in the several banking districts. 

It is one of the most palpable requisites of the charter, 
that no one can be eligible as a director of the bank, “ un- 
less he shall, in his own right, own at least thirty shares of 
the capital stock of said bank at the time of his appoint- 
ment as such.” 

The first step in the organization of a branch would ne- 
cessaniy be the appointment of a board of: directors, for the 
management and control of itsaffairs. If, then, there were 
no one eligible under the law for such an appointment, it 
could not be made by the beard of managers; and, conse- 
quently, the branchescould not be organized without mak- 
ing appointments forbidden inf charter; and hence, in 


view of these things, it was inypossible for the managers to 
have taken any steps in advance of the properperiod of their 
establishment. 

The anxiety manifested from every portion of ihe State 
to have the branches organized as soon as possible, is well 
known to your committee, and they have felt the necessity 
zand importance of fully inquiring into the subject; and are 
convinced, aside of the difficulties thrown in the way by the 
charter, that it would have been impossible and impolitic for 
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the mother baik to have done so, atany time antecedent tð 
the graduation of the capital stock ofthe institution. If the 
branches had been established in the first instance by the 
board of managers, the charge of conducting and supervis- 
ing them would have been conferred on individuals acting 
as agénts, or sub-treasurers of the board of managers at the 
mother bank; and their appointment in direct violation of 
the charter, which expressly provides that the offices of dis- 
count and deposite, shall be conducted and managed by 2 
board of. directors to be selected from among the stockhol- 
ders, and confining them to those stockholders only who are- 
the bona fide owners of at least three thousand dollars of 
the capital stock. i 3 : 
Although the subseribers to the stock of the Mississippi 
Union bank, who have complied with the law in that re- 
spect have, even now, a vested right in that stock, yet the 


extent of that stock is undetermined in amount, and their - 


right incomplete until the graduation shall have taken place 
agreeably to the provisions of the act of incorporation, and 
the amount and number of their shares ascertained and de- 
clared by the board of managers. l 
When these obstacles are removed, it will certainly be 
advisable, and your committee recommend, that the earliest 


and most effectual steps be adopted for the establishment. of , 


the various branches. 


The last subject submitted to the consideration of the. 


committee, refers to the refasal of the Union bank to sub- 
mit to an examination from the commissioners appointed to 
visit and inspect the various banks of this State, by an act 
of the Legislature, passed May 12, 1837. The grounds 
upon which the board of managers refused this examina- 
tion, and by them stated to the comimittee, rest mainly up- 
on their denial of any one being authorized to make an 
examination of the bank, but a committee of the Legisla- 
ture, as specifically provided for in,the 24th section of the 
charter. j 

Tt will be borne in mind that the charter of the Union 
bank was finally passed and approved on the 15th of Feb- 
ruary, 1838, and the law creating the bank commissioners 
at the session of the Legislature in 1837. Now, although 
all banks incorporated since the law of May, 1837, are by 
the provisions of that act included among those that the 
bank commissioners are authorized to visit ; yet the charter 
of the Union bank reserves a different mode of examination 
for that institution. .. The. act incorporating the subscribers 
. tothe Mississippi Union bank was passed subsequent to the 
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general law of May, 1837, upon the subject of visitation, 
and although the clause in the charter does not repeal the 
leg law upon the subject, it does virtually except the 
nion bank from its operations. ‘he 24th section of the 
charter expressly provides that the Legislature, by a com- 
mittee of its own body, shall have the power, at any 
time, to examine the bank; and make a report thereon ; vir- 
tually excepting every other mode of examination, than by 
a committer of their own menrbers. l 
Upon the question, , as to the right of visitation, the gen- 
eral rule applicable t corporations is “that the donor or 
founder of a corporation, his heirs, &c, are the legal visi- 
ters, unless some specific appointment of a visiter be maile; 
and if no special appointment be made, and the founder be 
dead, without heirs, the chancellor is the visiter, {repre- 
senting the corporate capacity of the head of the govern- 
ment. ; ‘ 
SN the Legislature having incorporated, or, in other 
words, founded the Union bank, had aright te nominate a 
visiter, or having neglected te nominate one, it would, on 
general principles, be the duty of the chanceller, unless 
there was some general law conferring that jurisdiction on 
some other person or body. wt 
The board of commissioners are the general visiters of all 
banking corporations, and occupy the attitude, which by 
common law the chancellor would have oec pied, but for the 
law creating that board. But when the Legislature in grant- 
Xing a new act of incorporation for a bank, (as in thisinstance) 
conferred the visitorial power on a specifie nominee; such 
nominee exercises the power to the exclusion of the board 
of bank commissioners, or the chancellor. Such is the case 
in the present question, (as your cemmittee humbly con- 
caive}-and are of opinion that a committee from the body of 
the Legislature, are the only persons authorized by the char- 
ter io make an examination, or have conferred-on them a 
wrgtoxial power over the Union bank. ae 
Your committee will further remark, that the board of 
ers before refusing to be examined, consnited the at- 
torrey of the bank, whieh opinion has since been written 
ont and submitted ta this commitiee, and has been ordered 
to be printed ; containing as they believe, ample reasons in 
jastification of the conduct-of the beard of managers ; they 
wouid respectfully refer the Legislature to this document as 
an able and lucid discussicn of this interesting question. 
in conclusion, they would remark, that they have offered 
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their views frankly on the several questions they deem of 
importance, with the freedom and candor that became them, 
as a committee of the Legislature, charged with the deli- 
cate but responsible office of examining an institution in 
whose prosperity the whole State is so vitally interested, 
_and of the true condition of which it is of great mo- 
ment the putblic should be informed. 


This high responsibility was neither unknown to your 
‘ committee or lightly regarded, and they hope that they have 
shown, that their sense of duty is as deep as it is conscien- 
tious. Many imputations against the credit of the institu-. 
tion, and the conduct of the directory, were abroad on the. 
wings ef rumor, and which it was impossible but for the . 
- committee to have heard ;-and our investigations were the 
more vigilant to detect and expose abuse, if found within 
the precints of the bank. Vigilant as we profess to havey -> 
been, we have seen nothing to censure or animadvert upon, 
but believe that the business of the bank has been conduct- 
ed in a spirit of fairness to every section of the State, and 
with an ability that merits our commendation. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I have received information that seventeen boxes of mus- 
kets, shipped from PhiladelIphia/last July in the barque 
Ella Hand, haye been returned to that place in apparently 
as good order as when shipped; and are now in the hands 
of a committee of the underwrilers and shippers. Seven- 
teen hundred and forty dollars is required to be deposited, 
and an average bond to be signed to pay any deficiency. 
George S. Schott, Esquire, who had the arms in store, ad- 
vised me, on the 19th July, 1838, that he would give mea 
statement of the insurance and storage paid on the guns, 
and l inferred that Maj. Cage had ordered marine insurance 
to be effected. It now appears that no such insurance had 
been ordered. The great demand for arms for yoluntecr 
companies, and the limited supply on hand, induced me to 
order the old arms in Natchez, Port Gibson and Vicksburg, 
tobe repaired. It is believed that about five hundred stand 
of arms can be~-collected, and put in good order, for two 
thousand dollars. 

I therefore, respectfully recommend that an appropria- 
tion of five thousand dollars be made to pay the salvage. and 
other expenses on the arms in Philadelphia, and to pay for 
repairing those in the State now unfit for service. 

The correspondence herewith transmitted will place the 
‘Legislature in possession of all the information in possession 
of the executive, relative to the arms in Philadelphia, as 
well as those in this State’now being repaired.

“This | is a faeces ate quesiion, and the courtesy and respect 
due from one State to another, have induced your commil- 
tee to pay to this subjecta potent and i respectful considera- 
tion; the result of which has more folly confirmed us in the 
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opinion thatit is impolitic to depend on the ports of other 
States through which to ship our staples, and receive our 
supplies. The certain and unavoidable consequences of this 
measure would be, to draw the entire trade of those coun- 
ties through which the road would pass, out of the State, 
‘to the benefit and emolument of the cilizens of other Siates 
who hare not an identity of interest with us. In times of 
commercial prosperity, the inconvenience of this state of 
things would not be so sensibly felt. But let a shock, simi- 
lar to that we have lately sustained, return, and then it is, 
though too late, that we are compelled to reap the bitter 
effects of our imbecility, by neglecting to improve the nat- 
ural advantages that Providence has given us. 

It will be recollected that the ‘Tennessee river waters our 
north-eastern boumdary for about twelve miles. We have 
an excellent bluff at Eastport, to which point steam. boats 
of heavy draught can go at all seasons of the year; and by 
good turnpike or rail reads running into the interior, the 
Citizens of that part of the State will have a point of trade 
equal to any in the State. 

It is unnecessary to prove that the proposed rai] road 
would take from us all the advantages to be derived from 
{hat point, and place the citizens of that part of the State 
in a state of dependence on ‘Tuscumbia. 

The inconveniences arising from this state of commercial 
dependence, together with the losses inflicted on our best 
citizens, by being compelled (o’trade in a sister State, and 
also the indignity which our circulation has borne abroad, 
have aroused the energies of our _people, and exerted in 
them a laudable ambition to throw aside their shackles and 
assert their commercial independence. Already has their 
attenlion been directed to the propriety of building up a 
pene point in Tunica county, on the Mississippi river, 
and from all the information before the committee, they are 
of opinion that it is entirely practicable to do so. 

We are aware, however, that this enterprize is regarded 
` as entirely visionary by those who have long fattened on 
our. substance, and whose interest it is to cramp our ener- 
gies and monopolize our trade. And we are gravely told 
by one of the memorialists, (sce engineer's report.) that our 
patriotic, cnterprizing spirit, and our leudabie exertions to 
place ourselves on an equality with them, has all the ap- 
pearance of mania, and reminds him of the wonderful tales’ 
.of Aladin and his lamp, which he frequently reads for-his 
recreation. Ifa spirit of rivalry or competition has had its 
influence on us, the fault cannot be appropriated to us.— 
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We were driven to it by the forcewf circumstances beyond 
our control—our State pride was wounded by the continued 
abuses of our monicd Institutions, and ten percent. discount 
was demanded on our best river banks, taking theirs for the 
standard, while eur inferior banks were from 20 to 60 per 
cent. dixcanni below iheir own bank notes.

Mr. Presrpenr—The select committe: to whom was 
referred so much of the Governor’s message as relates to 
. the proceedings of the commercial convention held at Au- 
gusta, Geergia, beg leave to report, that they have taken the 
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xabject under consideration, and haae given if that alten- 
tion which iis magnitude and importance to this section 
of the country seemed to require. 
tis a fact which cannot be denied, that nothing would 
tend so much to the promotion of the prosperity of the 
South-Western and South-Eastern States as the establish- 
ment of a direct trade con their pari, with the diferent 
foreign countries with whom the government of the United 
States may be on terms of commercial amity: aud every 
measure tending to the advancement of this Lighly desira- 
ble object, shouid be met with encouragement by the State 
of Mississippi. The many grievances under which the 
peopie of the South have suffered, the manifold losses they 
have from time io time sustained, their utter inability to 
direct and cenircl the foreign sale and proceeds arising 
therefrom of their great staple, point out to the most super- 
ficial observer the necessity of establishing so secn as may 
be found practicable, an entire commercial independcree of 
every other section of ibe Union. But whilst your com- 
mittee hold these sentiments in regard to a general con- 
vention of the South-Western YA ics. (Ley conceive it to be 
due to the interest of the State which they have the hener 
io represent, to recommend grea ui caution in adepting 
sanctioning any measure or system ef policy, which might 
commit us as fo our fuiere course in regard to this matter. 
It is known io every one that the resources of the State 

of Mississippi, so far as regards the production cf the valu- 
able staple which censtitates the basis of our national 
wealth, and by far the largest proportion ef our exports to 
foreign markeis, are of a ‘Character to erable her, withcut 
assistance, to etal biish a direct forcign trade, and to secure 
to her own citizens all the benefits wbich might Low frcm 
it within her own Hmiis; and this fact sheeld admonish us. 
is iake great care how we pari wilh advanlages now In our 
possession, and thus instead of elevating our State to ihe 
poagn to which her immense means entitle her, render 
her again tributary io some other ard less favored mem- 
her of the confederacy. In illustration of the correctness 

F ihis view, vour committee would call to your recollection 
ihe stale of degrading and unprofitable vassalage io which 
the citizens of this State were not long since reduced to the 
a ga of a sister Siate, and under circumstances which 
recent and well tested experience has informed us couid 
easily have been obviated. Your committee believe they 
hazard nothing in stating thet the planters of this State - 
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thave paid to the city of New Orleans, in the shape of com- 
missions and other charges occurring upon the transporta- 
tion, storage, sale, &c., of their cotton, at least one-eighth 
of the proceeds of their annual product, without receiving 
any corresponding equivalent. On the other hand, our 

own cities have been suffered to pine and : perish uader a 
system of apat thy and neglect, which, when we observe ils 
pernicious effects every wher re around us, cannot easily be 
accounted for, except by supposing we were lulled into this 
state of fatal Security and total indifference to our own in- 
terest by a belief in the absurd’ and sophistical arguments 
advanced by our rivals and opponents, to prove that it is im- 
ossinle to supercede the intermediate agenty of other cities 
in carriing on our importing and exporting business. Ex- 
perience, however, the best of teachers, has long -since 
taught us tue salutary lesson, thai we have within us, and 
subject to our control. ail the elements of commercial wealth 
and prosperity; and ali that remains for us {o do, is to give 
them ihe necessary impetus and proper direction to insure 
the full fruition of all our wishes and exertions. It is then 
our duiy, and shoald be our especial care, amidst the genc- 
ral stag which exists among ihe Soath-W estern and South- 
Bastera States for the exclusive possession of the benefits 
to be derived frem a direct foreiga trade, to see that, so far 
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as if may be in the power of the State to effect it, the citi- 


zens of Mississippi shall have preserved to them all the 
advaitages which a bounteous Providence, a teeming soil, 
and a combination of favorable circumstances anquestiona- 
bly give them. Ht is a maxim in government as well as in 
the common conceras of life, that our own interest should 
he considered before that of others; and to no peopl- does 
this homeiy but prudent adage commend itself more than to 
the people of this 8 State. With all the: vivantages and all the 
resources reguisite to give her commercial as well as agri- 
cultaral distinction, the State of Mississippi has quietly suf- 
fered herself to be ati of this honor, and until within a 
very late period. bas never attempted to as ssert her inde- 
pendence or dvail herself of them to any appreciable ex- 
tent. But the time has arrived when it becomes the duty 
f every citizen, and particularly of those who are inte- 
resied with the direction of pablic affairs, to aim at secar- 
ing to the people of this State, ali the benefits and pro&ts 
which her commercial and mercantile , opesations are capa- 
bie of affording. And your committee are of the opinion 
that the only mantier in which this can be accomplished, is 
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to trust alone to our own ability, enterprize and energy. 
Your committee, however, do not wish it to be understood 
if is their object to impute any thing like sinister designs to 
those States inviting our co-operation in the prosecution of 
this project. On the contrary, they believe they were ac- 
tuated by laudable and praiseworthy motives. ' But, whilst 
they consider it commendable in our South-Western and 
South-Hastern neighbors to endeavor to secure to their own 
citizens and cities, “the adya ntages within their reach, they 
also believe it would redound to the credit and interest of 
our own State to improve those which belong to her. - 

Your commitice are aware that arguments have been 
adduced by interested persons, who would still exact and 
reccive from us the millions ef tribute we hare been paying 
to enrich them, to show that Vicksburg, Natchez and Mis- 
sissippi city, are not capable of being made places of mach 
commercial imporiance, and thal we must look alone to New 
Orleans, or Charleston, or Savannah, or Mobile on the other 
hand, as the only points at which we can effect the sale of 
our produce, or procure supplies of articles of foreign im- 
port for our necessary consumption. it is contended that 
Vicksburg. Natchez, “Grand Gulf, or any other port upon 
the i Mississippi river, are tos remote from the sea, and too 
difficult of access to ships, ever to become eligible import- 
ing poinis, and that they do noi possess enough of capital, 
or the material of exiensive commercial operations, to ena- 
ble them to enter into successful competition with older or 
more favored places; and that J Mississippi city is too distant 
from the interior of the State and those portions in which 
the largest quantity of cotton is grown, and which require 
for their consumption the greatest amount of. foreign mer- 
chandize. The first of these objections can be easily an- | 
swered by simply stating the fact, that goods, under present ` 
circumstances, can be brought directly to those places at 
much Jess expense than by being discharged and re-shipped 
at New Orleans, which has heretofore been the case, not- 
withstanding the vessels carrying them have had to incur 
the additional trouble and expense of procuring the agency 
of steamboats to tow them up the Mississippi river. Bat 
recent experiments in marine steam navigation go to show 
that this agency can easily be dispensed with, and that 
ships of the first class propelled by steam power, can as- 
cend this river without encountering any difficulty, and ar- 
rive at those cities with as much safety and expedition as if 
they were situated immediately upon the seo rd. 
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Your committee hardly deem it necessary to state any 
thing in answer to the charge of the deficiency of capital, > 
or the other indispensable facilities of trade, which has been 
made against them, apprized as the whole world must be, 
of the fact, that our internal resources and our extensive 
credit, predicated upon them in other quarters of the globe, 
would enable us to command whatever we might conceive - 
to be essential to the promotion of our prosperity. Your 
committee also believe the reasoning resorted to to prove 

_the impossibility of directing the trade of:a large section 
of the State, and perhaps of adjoining States, to Missis- 
sippi city, to be equally unfounded and fallacious. It is 
well known that the construction of an extensive system of 
rail roads is now in contemplation, and part of it will. 
soon be under contract, fo connect this new city with other 
portions of the country; and when this plan shail have been 
accomplished, not even Charleston or New Orleans can 

; possess any advantages over it. And it isnot improbable 
that by means of this new mode of interjcommunication, 

[the city of Mississippi, on account of its great proximity to 
the sea and the security of its harbor, will rival many other 
sea-ports in securing the trade of several of the South- 
Western and North-Western States. Itis then evidently 
the dictate of good policy and public duty, to encourage 
works of this character, having for their object the benetit 
of our own State and cities. ‘This should more particularly 
interest us at this time, inasmuch as every other State is 
using the utmost diligence, and making the greatest efforis 
to anticipate its neighbor in securing to itself the present 
and remote benefits to be derived: from ihe exclusive pos- - 
session of a direct foreign trace. - 

Your committee, therefore, believe that we should take 
great heed lest a morbid sectional feeling should free us 
from our dependence upon our northern, only to subject us 
to one equally as galling and unprofitable, upon our south- 
ern brethren. As an independent member of the Union, 
the State of Mississippi should first look to her own inte- 
rest, and then, with the diffusive spirit of general patriot- 
ism, and a high and decorous regard for every other sister 
of the great American family, wish well to the success, 
prosperity and happiness of each and every member of this 
great confederacy. o 

Your committee would not convey the idea that censure 
should be cast upoa the Eee of the commercial con- 
vention, for wishing to unite the whole of the South-Has- 


tern and South-Western aa upon this subject, as 
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št is far from their intention to charge them with a want of 
that love of our common country which they hope animates 
the breasts and directs the conduct of every intelligent citi- 
zen of this Union. But at the same time they cannot but 
feel some fears for the safety of the republic, when they see 
different sections arrayed against each other, and a spirit of 
animosity and unkindness which might occasion the most 
melancholy, and even the dissolution of the union of these 
States. Believing, as they do, the stability and integrity of 
our government to be of paramount importance to the citi- 
zens of this couniry, they would be unwilling to recommend 
the adoption of any measure which might have the remo- 
test tendency to affect them; and as they conceive it to be 
a well established maxim in political economy, the truth of 
which is doubted by but few persons, that every people, if 
left to the management of their own affairs, will pursue that ° 
course which will ensure them the greatest good, they would 
hazard the opinion, that the least objectionable would be 
for each State seperately and by’herself, to direct her own 
resources into the channel she may deem most conducive to 
the interést and welfare of her citizens, not doubting but 
that each State would avail itself of the means now at its 
‘command, and render itself, in a commercial point of view, 
independent of every other people. `

The secretary redd the veto of the Governor as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
T have considered a resolution “Relative to the issuance: 


: of post notes by the Mississipi Union bank, and to the es-. 
: tablishment of its branches,” and a bill to be entitled, “An 
' act to extend additional privileges to the Mississippi Union 
| bank, and for other pufposes,’ and return them to the re- 
_ spective houses in which they originated, for re-considera- 
‘tion. It is always with great reluctance that I interpose to 


prevent thé passage of laws involving mere questions of | 
expediency. In all cases where I believe the policy doubt- 
ful, I give the deliberate acts of the two Houses my official 
sanction; but when measures are proposed which will, in 
my opinion, inflict evils irreparable on the people of the 


- State, I cannot, without a dereliction of duty, give them my 


official approval. i 

The resolution gives the discretion to uhe Mississippi 
Union bank to issue post notes, not having a longer time 
than twelve months to run, nor drawing a rate of interest 
more ihan six per cent. per annum, nor less than five per 
cent.; and provides that not more than six million should 
be issued. If the Legislature deemed it advisable that such 
issues shoyld be made, a law should have been enacted ma- 
king it imperative on the bank to issue them. ‘The ehartez 
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of the bank authorizes it to take interest at the rate of seven 
per cent. per annum on loans having a longer time than six 
months to run, and six per cent. on loans payable at an ear- 
lier period. It will be remembered that the State bonds 
ear an interest of five per cent, and to be sold, must be 
made payable in Europe. The cost of placing funds there 
to pay the interest will, in all probability, be fifteen per 
cent.; and if the post notes are made to bear six per cent. 
. interest, the bank will sustain a heavy loss by issuing them. 
The great objection, however, to such paper, is, that it 
would inevitably be depreciated. ‘The bonds of the Plant- 
ers’ bank, issued last year, were guaranteed by the bank of 
the United States, and (if Iam not mistaken) bore interest 
at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, and were payable 
at the north. Yet it was with difficulty that such paper 
could be negotiated at par. Should the contemplated is- 
sues, like the old, be made payable at the counter of the 
bank, and bear five per cent. interest, they would soon de- 
preciate twenty per cent. If made to bear six per cent. in- 
terest, they would be at least fifteen per cent. below par— 
The issuance of paper so much depreciated would greatly 
aggravate the distresses of the country—procrastinate an 
. entire return to specie payments, and continue, for a long 
. period, the intolerable evils of a depreciated, fluctuating, in- 
. , convertible paper currency: it also would have a tendency 
to prevent the sale of the residue of the State bonds; -for 
capitalists would have little confidence in an institution 
which countenances such a ruinous policy. No doubt the 
bonds could be sold, if payment should be accepted in the 
post notes of the bank, and a learned “argument,” no doubt, 
. would be submitted, showing such notes “equivalent” to 
gold and silver. No solvent man could safely borrow mo- 
“ney so’much depreciated as the contemplated post notes 
would inevitably become. No business except shaving can 
justify the borrowing of notes ten per cent. below par, and 
the payment of seven per cent. interest on such loans.— 
The policy of issuing “post notes” will be eminently des. 
structive to the planting interest. It will tend to continue 
the present exorbitant price of all supplies necessary for 
their plantations, and the price of our great staple will not 
be,enhanced a penny; for, as heretofore, its value will be 
dependant on the price it bears in foreign markets, where . 
the currency is sound. A sound currency would do more ' 
| to relieve the embarrassments of the country than any 
; measure which can be adopted. -It would soon bring down 
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: the price of produce, and the cost of growing cotton, to 
. the old standard, and the planters of the country would 
. Save, annually, fully three million of dollars. ‘This result 
. would be alike beneficial to the planter, the merchant, and 
; the mechanic. Speculators and spendthrifts alone would- 
} suffer: “those who sow the wind must reap the whirlwind;” 
| legislative relief may buoythem up for a time, but they 
. ean never be sustained except.by the ruin of the produc- 
: tive classes of society. “The plundered ploughmen and 
- beggared yeomanry of the land,” have meritorious claims 
on the Legislature. I can never sanction measures which — 
I firmly believe will tax their labor to sustain those “who, 

_by the sweat of their brow (do not) earn their daily bread.” 
The delusive pretence that these measures are absolutely . 
necessary to enable the parent bank to establish her branches, 
‘has given them favor with the representatives of the people. 
I speak advisedly when I say that, with proper exertions, 
‘the mortgages could. be perfected, and the stock graduated 
: and assigned to each: stockholder, in four weeks. The — 
Ybonds could then be issued without the invasion of that 
‘iimdamental provision of the charter which makes the mort- 
gages of the stockholders a pre-requisite to the issuance of 
‘ten millions of dollars in State bonds, and pledges the pro- 
perty mortgaged to seeuré their redemption; nor is it neces- 
‘gary for the board of managers even to delay until the 
| stock is declared. ‘The commissioners could 'be despatched 
~; at once to negotiate the sale-of the remaining bonds; and, . 
` after the contract is made, the bonds could be issued in ac- 
` cordance therewith, and delivered. This would obviate 
- the necessity of leaving the places where the bonds’ are 
ade payable blank, and keep the commissioners under the 

. Strict control and supervision of the managers. If the gra- 
_ duation of the stock is delayed until after the spring terms 
of our courts, other certificates: will be requisite to show 
_ that no judgment liens exist on the property offered by the 
‘. stockholders. ‘This would cause considerable delay and 
expense. But it is contended that the branches cannot be 
established, because, as yet, there are no persons qualified to 
act as directors. A reference to the 17th and 34th sections 
of the charter will convince :any unprejudiced mind that 
the qualification of the directors of the parent bank, and of. 
the offices of discount and deposite, are widely different— 
The first are elected by the stockholders, and required to 
_own at least thirty shares of stock. The latter are elected 
by the directors of the parent bank, and the sole qualifica- 
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p tions prescribed are, that they shall be “citizens of this State, 
+ residing and domiciliated within the counties for which said. 
- è offices shall be established.” : 
~ {` The twenty-five per cent. which the bank is now calling 
; in, with her other resourses, would enable the institution at 
Į once to establish the branches, and thus equalize its bene- 
* fits. I believe that the sixth district, and the one in which 
} the parent bank is located, has obtained four-fifths of the 
? loans already made. The issue of six million of dollars 
$ in post totes would redound to the benefit of the present _ 
_ £ debtors of the bank, and operate most injuriously to the 
* other districts. . 
; j ` Jt may well be quest‘oned whether the Legislature has 
; the constitutional right to direct the executive to sign and 
: deliver the bonds before the State is indemnified, by- mort- 
* gages on the property of the stockholders. If this can be 
done, may not a subsequent Legislature enact that all the 
mortgages be cancelled, and the security of the State de- 
» gtroyed? “The act to extend additional privileges to the 
: Mississippi Union bank, and for other purposes,’ requires 
» the Governor of the State to execute and deliver the Union 
bank, bonds to the amount of ten million five hundred 
thousand dollars; the faith of the State is pledged for fifteen 
million five hundred thousand dollars; but the executive 
is only authorized to execute seven thousand five hundred 
bonds of two thousand dollars each. No provision is made 
for the issuance of bonds for five hundred thousand dollars 
of the stock, and no time specified at which they should be 
made payable.

_ and I am at a loss to conceive the object of such agencies — 
perhaps they may be intended to aid the bank in monopo- 
lizing and carrying on the cotton business, and it is possible 
they may be employed to protect the issues of the bank, in 

. the manner some of our banking companies have protected 

@theirs. Such powers may be perverted to purposes detri- 
mental to the best interests of the State, and I can never 
consent to give my official sanction to any measure calcula- 
ted to facilitate a bank in dealing in cotton, or speculating 
in any article whatever. The spirit of the age is opposed 
to all monopolies. The merchants of the country ,will 
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í never tolerate a system which will make theta bankrupts, 
` and the planters will soon find out that individuals can do - 
| their business on better terms and more to their advantage 

{ than any chartered company whatever. 

| Fhe bill and resolution under consideration were pre-

Genxttexen—For the complimentary terms of the resola- 

‘tioa in which you have-been pleased to express your opinion 
of the manner in which I have discharged the duties of the 
chair, during this protracted and exciting session, I return 
you my sincere thanks. It is not at all times in our power, | 
even when we most earnestly desire it, fo command súc- 
cess; but it is always laudable—and to this much I can 
conscientiously lay claim—to endeavor to deserve it. The 
kind indulgence with which you baye weighed my attempt 
to discharge my dulies with honesty, justice, and impar- 
tiality, has excited in my bosom feelings of the warmest 
gratitude; and this testimonial of your kisd approval will 
always be cherished by me, as.constituting the-brightest, 
as perhaps it will be the last, page of my political life. 

Gentlemeni, we assembled here under the most inauspi- 
«lous circumslances. The near approximation to an equi- 
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dibrium of parties, and the high state of excitement conse- 
`- quent upon it, had, to all appearance, a tendency to disturb 
that patient and quiet deliberation necessary to legislative 
' proceedings, and to paralyze those patriotic efforts which 
all of us, in common, intended should be difected to the 
welfare of the whole State, and of every portion of it.— 
Party spirit has always, and truly, been deemed a necessary 
adherent of republican government. Jn its first and purest 
form—when based upon privciple—the great, and just, and 
sacred principles, upon which the right of self government 
_.__depends—so far from being an evil,,it is salutary and puri- 
fying in all its tendencies. In its second stage, when it 
resig upon a devotion to measures, it derogates from its 
. former dignity, and becomes more exceptionable and equi- 
vocal .in its character, but is, nevertheless, laudable and 
useful. But when, in its third descent, it begets a blind 
devotion to men, it becomes detrimental to the best inte- 
rests of the republic—it chains the free spirit, which should ' 
acknowledge no superior but jts Maker, in sycophantic wor- 
ship to the idol of an hour, and extinguishes, in. the bosoms 
of its degraded votaries, the loftiest, the purest, the holiest . 
influence of the patriotic soul. Would-to God, gentlemen, 
I could stop here!—but truth, history, the sad record of all 
republics, compel me to declare that there is still a further 
and more fatal descent beyond this depth—a lower deep, ` 
.slill gaping to draw us, opens wide. Thus it is when prin- 
ciple, measures, men, are all sacrificed to mammon; and 
lacre and corruption become the adamantine chains which 
connect together, in indissoluble bonds, the degraded victims 
of party spirit. 
This is the moral of àll himan tales. First freedom, and 
then glory: when that fails, wealth, vice, corruption, bar- 
‘ barigm, at last, insatiable in their appetite for the spoils of 
victory, though full gorged with the darkly polluted viands 
„of corruption, cry out, in the words of the dranken Cyclops, 
when drenched with the wine of Ulysses, “More, more!— 
give me more!” Unworthy means are now resorted to, to 
obtain unworthy ends: patriotism becomes extinct in the 
lust for lucre. The good, who refuse to obey the dictates 
of party, must either become slaves to its tyranny, and de- 
spise themselyes—or, should they preserve a manly, free, 
‘and independent course, they constitute themselves the tar- 
gets for calumny and abuse. Demagogues spring up- and 
thicken around, who hang on their haunches with the un- 
quenchable spirit of the blood-hound. They batten upon 
the rains of the people, as the. hungry vulture darted his 
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blood-stained and ever-gnawing beak into the heart of Pro- 
metieus; and, mad with infernal rage, they are ready to 
plunge their desperate and devoted hands into the very vi- 
tals of their. country. | 
Such, gentlemen, has been the history of all republics. 
This is the moral. May the God of nations procrastinate, 
if he will not avert, the fatal day when it shall become the 
history of our own! Far, far be the day, when this splen- 
did council-house of the freemen of Mississippi shall. be- 
come the disgraceful arena for gladiatorial displays of party 
spirit! Long, long may it be, ere this proud eagle, [point- 
ing to the one supporting in its beak the festooned drapery 
behind the President's chair,] the glorious emblem of the 
pure, and majestic, and dauntless spirit of freedom, who - 
soars with unblenched eyes in the face of the meridian sun, 
long may it be, ere he shall be compelled to drop his 
pinions, and close his averted eyes, over the degraded and 
disgraceful condition of liberties lost and greatness vanish- 
ed! It will never be the case, gentlemen, while the repre- 
sentatives of the people are actuated by that patrictic spirit 
which can immolate the demon of party on the allar of the 
public good. Excited, as all of us must confess ourselves 
to have been, with some of the occurrences of this session, ` 
as soon as the storm was over, our hearts were again 
mingled in the calm of friendship and repose. The only 
rivalry which existed, was, who should press forward 
most strenuously in the-great cause of the public good— 
the great interests of the State—her internal improvements 
—her commercial independence. In our efforts to promote 
these, we have here struggled, whig and dembcrat, with 
hearts of generous controversy; fo these objects all of our -- 
exertions have been directed, with an'eye single to the 
public good. And, gentlemen, you have my most earnest 
Wishes that your patriotic eflorts may be justly appreciated - 
by your constituents, and that the measures you have here 
adopted may jaerease and establish on a firmer and more 
solid basis the prosperity of the State. an 
Gentlemen, I new, in addressing you for the last time, 
bid you an afftetionate farewell. May the endurance of 
the friendships which have been contracted under these 
cireumstances, keep measure with our existence. May 
you, after a safe and speedy return to your homes, find your 
families and friends in health and happiness; and, in the 
whole course of your lives, both private and political, may 
your ways be ways of pleasantness, and your paths he paths 
of peace! : 
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. The question then recurred upon the. motion to adjourn,
